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Kissinger denies 
having final say 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sec­ 
retary of State Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger says that during his term 
as presidential national secur­ 
ity adviser every covert U.S. 
intelligence operation received 
final personal approval from 
the president. 
Kissinger, faced by intensive 
questioning from members of 
the 
House 
intelligence com ­ 
mittee on Friday, denied that 
he was the one with the final 
say on covert operations. 
"Every operation is person­ 
ally approved by the presi­ 
dent,” Kissinger told the com­ 
mittee. 
The House committee has 
been trying to determine for 
months who ordered such clan­ 
destine CIA programs as pro­ 
posed assassination attempts, 
wiretappings and opening of 
U.S. citizens’ private mail. 
The secretary appeared be­ 
fore the intelligence panel to 
explain his defiance of a com­ 
mittee subpoena for a memo­ 
randum 
dealing 
with 
the 
Cyprus crisis. After the session, 
committee members appeared 
to be split over what to do 
about 
Kissinger’s refusal 
to 
supply the document, but the 
panel's chairman said he wants 
to begin steps toward a possible 
contempt citation against Kis­ 
singer 
Committee 
members ques­ 
tioned Kissinger in detail about 
his authority in authorizing cov- 


ert intelligence oprations, with 
some members of the panel ex­ 
pressing concern that he may 
have personally had the last 
word on starting too many se­ 
cret 
and 
often 
questionable 
projects 
But Kissinger, saying that 
during his tenure presidents al­ 
ways had given final approval 
for such projects, appeared to 
discredit claims of "plausible 
deniability” that have insulated 
former presidents from the re­ 
sponsibility for questionable op­ 
erations. 
Kissinger said that since he 
came to Washington in 1969 at 
the start of the Nixon adminis­ 
tration, all clandestine oper­ 
ations had received presidential 
approval. He said he felt this 
was the case in earlier admin­ 
istrations as well. 
The committee had been told 
Thursday by former State De­ 
partment 
intelligence 
expert 
Jam es R. Gardner that nearly 
40 covert CIA operations had 
been authorized between 1972 
and 1974, largely on Kissinger’s 
authority 
and 
without 
any 
meetings of a White House pan­ 
el charged with responsibility 
for approving such activities 
In the dispute over the con­ 
troversial Cyprus memo, Kis­ 
singer told the panel he would 
give 
members 
informationon 
the State Department’s han­ 
dling of the Cyprus crisis but 
would not turn over a specific 


subpoenaed memorandum that 
reportedly is critical of Kissin­ 
ger’s Cyprus decisions 
Chairman Otis G. Pike, D-

was barred, 
Ford appeared before U.S.

and

prosecution attorneys who trav­ 
eled here from California for 
the videotaping of the Presi­ 
dent’s sworn statements. Ford’s 
testimony is to be used in Miss 
From m e’s trial, scheduled to 
start in Sacramento Nov. 4.

But the investigation 
was dropped and no crim inal 
prosecution pursued because the 
USDA Office of Investigation 
could not get evidence against 
Bunge to take to court. 
Like other grain exporters, 
Bunge has been involved in 
conflict-of-interest 
situations 
with inspecting agencies and 
inspectors in the gulf ports. 
The New Orleans grand jury 
indictm ent against Bunge, filed 
last 
July, 
charged that

conspiracy to steal grain lasted

years. 
Thirteen

executives and employes were 
named. Charges against these 
individuals are still pending. 
In view of all this, it is 
astounding that Phil Campbell,

As part of the bargain, Bunge 
agrees that USDA m ay inspect 
at the com pany’s expense 20 per 
cent of the vessels loaded at port 
elevators, in addition to norm al 
USDA inspection. The com pany 
agrees to elim inate conflicts of 
interest in grading and weighing 
and to furnish regular reports on 
com pliance, as well as other 
auditing and supervisory con­ 
trols. 
In 1972 Bunge was one of the 
firm s selling grain to Russia 
that was given special favors by 
USDA, notably wheat export 
subsidy paym ents at the highest 
rate by perm itting the firm s to 
late date requests for paym ent. 
The m anager of USDA’s export 
m arketing service at that time, 
Clifford G. Pulverm acher, later 
resigned and took a job with 
Bunge 
Several other USDA officials

The way the Bunge crim e was 
settled indicates that the par­

nin, D-Hornersville, that such a 
change could cause schools to 
relax their efforts to reduce 
truancy 
The

teacher group, Stan Magady of 
the Missouri State Teachers As­ 
sociation. said that any change 
in the school foundation for­ 
mula should include additional 
funding of school districts And 
Magady said the MSTA would 
support any decision the Mis­ 
souri legislature made to raise 
additional state funds for school 
districts.

Nonwovens have been successful in some areas already, 
hospital materials,cleaning wipes, etc. Most consumers don’t realize 
that a large percentage of the blanket market is nonwoven because 
consumers are only concerned with performance. Nonwoven 
blankets are sold under trade names like Fiberwoven and \ ellux 
The Dynel fiber has been phased out of the market because of lack 
of demand for the fiber and increased cost of raw material and 
operating expenses The principle end uses were wigs, children’s 
flame resistant sleepwear and for pile fabric. 
Lanese is a new acetate and polyester core bulked yam. Acetate 
filament is wrapped around the outside of face of the polyester yam 
The two fibers are bulked an intermixed through special texturizing 
process. This polyester and acetate bulked yam is used for varied 
dress fabrics, draperies, casements and upholstery. 
Burlena is the trade name given to a new blend of 85 per cent 
textured polyester and 15 per cent worsted wool. It is a washable 
fabric yet has the surface interest of worsted wool. 
A new cotton batting sold under the trade name of Flex Xel has 
been released. It is a blend of cotton and other fibers that are bonded 
together with a thermoplastic resin. Cotton was displaced by 
polyerethane foam a few years ago. This new flame retardant 
cotton batting is reported to have superior resilience, docs not 
bottom-out or sag and has the ability to die cut or mold into various 
shapes and configurations.
